NATIONAL MARITIME DAY 
By Presidential proclamation, Monday (May 23) 
is National Maritime Day and the beginning of 
World Trade Week. 
EACH SUCCEEDING National Maritime Day 
becomes more ironic than the last. Under a 
congressional resolution adopted in 1933, May 
22 of each year is designated as National Mari­ 
time Day. Because May 22 is a Sunday this 
year, President Johnson said it was appropriate 
that the observance be on the following day. 
The theme of the Day is: “ American ships 
chart America’s future.” One must hope that it 
is not to be taken literally. James W. Gulick, 
deputy maritim e administrator, told a Senate 
Commerce subcommittee on May 9: “ I hate 
to say it, but in the commercial field, the 
United States is 15th, the last place among the 
major maritime nations.” 
GULICK was testifying on a bill authorizing 
carriage of military cargoes by U. S.-flag 
vessels at reduced rates. His judgment was 
based on October data, and hence was slightly 
over-pessim istic. As of Jan. 1, the United 
States had edged out Finland to become only 
the 14th commercial shipping power. 
The United States is building only 45 vessels 
of 513,000 gross tons, or 1.7 of the world’s 
total. Finland is building 1 per cent. 
The world’s first ship builder, Japan, is pro­ 
ducing 343 ships of 10,555,610 gross tons, or 
34.8 per cent of the world total. Other nations, 
in order, are: Great Britain, 187 ships of 
2,982,620 gross tons; 
West Germany 140 of 
2,254,750; Soviet Union, 145of 2,210,740; Poland, 
182 of 1,397,800; France, 52 of 1,310,760; Norway, 
80 of 1,309,800; Denmark, 52 of 1,007,410; Italy, 
28 of 797,530; Spain, 75 of 712,810; Yugoslavia, 
85 of 658,970; and the Netherlands, 59 or 574,800. 
The data won’t tell the whole story on the Soviet 
Union. The Soviet fleet aggregates 7 million 
tons at present. It is growing at the rate of 
1 .¿pillion tons a year. The objective is to have 
£0 million tons afloat by 1980. Russia is having 
¿iofe merchant ships added to its fleet than is 
any other country in the world. But most of the 
464 vessels under construction are being built 
in yards in Japan, Yugoslavia, Poland, France, 
Denmark, and other countries. 
The Reporter magazine states bluntly: “ Un­ 
questionably, Russia’s ultimate goal is domina­ 
tion of world trade.” The Soviet Ministry of 
Merchant Marine pooh-poohs this idea but is 
obviously delighted that western companies 
“turn blue at the very mention of the Soviet 
Union’s success in developing its shipping.” 
THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT and the ship­ 
ping industry can’t seem to agree on how to 
revive the U. S. merchant marine. A special 
government committee wants to abolish ship­ 
ping subsidies; the industry wants them in­ 
creased. 
Maritime Administrator Nicholas 
Johnson on May 9 outlined alternative courses. 
We can stick to the present program of limited 
subsidies, requiring subsidized merchant ships 
to be American-built, Johnson said, and “watch 
our fleet dwindle in size and economic compet­ 
itiveness.” We can permit American shipowners 
to build ships in foreign yards and still re­ 
ceive operating but not construction subsidies. 
Or we can increase shipbuilding subsidies to 
about $500 million a year from the present 
$400 million, thus removing some of the present 
limitation on fleet modernization. 
These are hard alternatives'. But on the eve of 
National Maritime Day it should appear clear 
that doing something is better than doing nothing 
— and being in 14th place in a field of 15.

CANDY WILL COST MORE 
A month-long conference on cocoa production 
and marketing begins at United Nations head­ 
quarters in New York on Monday (May 23). 
THE BIG NICKEL CANDY BAR — like Lucky 
Strike green — went to war and never came 
back. Now the big dime bar may be headed for 
the same fate. This time the problem is the 
price of cocoa. In New York, Accra Cocoa, a 
prime grade, wholesales at 24-l/4£ a pound, 
more than double the 19-year low of 11-3/8^ 
of last July and up 8-3/8£ from a year ago. 
Some candy prices have risen already. The 
Wall Street Journal reports that a major Mid­ 
west supermarket chain has hiked prices on 
chocolate candy about 
3 per cent since the 
start of 1965. 
Bigger boosts are expected. Hershey Chocolate 
Corp., the nation’s greatest cocoa user, which 
increased the size of its nickel bar from 7/8 
ounce to 1 ounce last October, may have to 
shave it back. That would mean costly alterations 
in machinery, packaging, and promotion. 
COCOA IS PROBABLY the most popular in­ 


gredient of candy — certainly of chocolate 
candy. Mexico’s Aztec Indians prized the cocoa 
bean so highly that they once used it for money. 
The bean is basic to the economy of many 
emergent nations. 
A hot, rainy climate is vital to the growth of the 
15 to 25 foot cacao tree, the source of the cocoa 
bean. The principal source is West Africa, where 
cocoa is a top cash crop for Ghana, Nigeria, 
and the Ivory Coast. Brazil ranks first in Latin 
America. 
The Hershey people used to have 
sizable holdings in Cuba. 
The rise in price comes, appropriately enough, 
as representatives of more than 125 countries 
are gathering at United Nations headquarters 
in New York to try to work out the first inter­ 
national agreement on the marketing and pro­ 
duction of the cocoa bean. The groundwork has 
been established at meetings in Geneva. 
The draft agreement in general would set 
floor and ceiling prices for the commodity 
based on the average of the nearest three 
months of trading on the New \o rk and Lon­ 
don cocoa exchanges. Annual and quarterly 
sales quotas of exporting countries would be 
determined on the basis of 10,000 tons annually, 
plus a percentage difference between that volume 
and each country’s actual basic sales quota. 
An attempt would be made to keep the market 
stable by the establishment of a buffer stock 
of beans. Operations could be suspended or lim­ 
ited uniformly when necessary. 
Past attempts to set up a cocoa agreement — 
much like international understandings on wheat 
and coffee, for example — haven’t been very 
productive. Both producing and consuming na­ 
tions will be represented at the U. N. Most of 
the steam is coming from the producing nations 
for obvious reasons. Some of them are almost 
literally one-crop countries. 
BAD WEATHER is responsible for a smaller 
cocoa bean crop this year. Harvesting in West 
Africa last autumn was delayed by heavy rains. 
Some of the crop rotted. 
Increased demand also is pushing up prices. 
Grindings of cocoa beans in the first three 
months of 1966 in this country came to a record 
72,300 long tons — up 4 per cent from the like 
period of last year. Grindings are up 22 per 
in Britain. 
The sweet tooth, like most other appetites, is 
beginning to cost more. Inflation never has a 
pleasant aspect, but at least there’s something 
toothsome about this kind.

The modern road map would have been useless 
60 years ago, for road signs were practically 
nonexistent then. 
Before the turn of the century, motorists 
followed maps intended for use by bicyclists. 
They often discovered, however, that the bi­ 
cycle roads were too narrow for cars to 
pass. 
One ingenious man invented a disc map. It 
was a circular piece of cardboard with printed 
directions. It was mounted on a metal pin 
that was attached by a cable to the front wheels 
of the car. 
The disc revolved as the car’s 
wheels turned, indicating the direction in which 
the car was moving and the place it was 
heading for. 
Soon after 1900 the popular Automobile Blue 
Book was issued. This is a typical entry: 
“ Turn right at the red barn, left at the trolley 
tracks, and right again where the road forks 
at an oak tree with a knothole on the north side.” 
By 1912, many individual organizations began 
installing their own versions of road signs — 
and their own maps. Things became confusing, 
for there was no effort to make one organiza­ 
tion’s map conform with any other map. 
According to the Auto Club of Michigan, W. B. 
Bachman, the Club’s membership director, in­ 
stituted the first comprehensive system of 
road signs in the United States. He assembled 
a crew in 1920 and marked the routes connecting 
a number of Michigan communities by painting 
stripes in keyed color combinations on roadside 
utility poles. 
Nowadays, a road map is a m otorist’s best 
friend, for modern directional and identification 
signs make it easy to find the road marked on 
the map.

Appalachia is presently 
de­

as an 
area involving 
11 states, as follows; 
All of West Virginia 
and

of 
Alabama, Georgia, 
Kentucky, 
Maryland,

Carolina, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
South Carolina, Tennessee and 
Virginia. But spokesmen 
for 
other states give the im pres­ 
sion that, properly speaking, 
Appalachia should cover a lot 
more territory and reach from 
New England to what was once 
called the Wild and Wooly West. 
If the Federal largesse (as 
voted by the Senate) were to be 
whacked up evenly among the 
approximately 15 million resi­ 
dents of the 11-state area, it 
would amount to about $72,622/3 
apiece. But the money is to be 
used, we are told, in a 
six- 
year program to rehabilitate the 
economy of the region —what­ 
ever that may mean. States­ 
men from other sections have 
expressed the fear that it may 
mean additional, F ed erally - 
financed 
competition for their 
own pet industries, but 
the 
press 
has 
been told 
it will 
be used mostly on new roads. 
While President Johnson has 
indicated that he doesn't want

vances in electric technology, 
pioneered for the most part 
by 
investor-owned 
utilities 
everywhere in the country, truly 
command the adjective spectac­ 
ular. And the result has been 
vast improvement in standards 
of service along with a hold- 
the-line policy on rates at a 
time when almost all other 
costs 
and prices have risen 
markedly. 
One of the most notable ad­ 
vances is found in intercon­ 
nection and pooling arrange­ 
ments. In just a single late 
week, several of these were an­ 
nounced, involving a large num­ 
ber of utilities throughout the 
country. One of the projects is 
an extra-high-voltage intercon­ 
nection between New York and 
England. Another is the for­ 
mation of what is termed the 
world’s largest power pool in 
the Middle West— its members 
serve more than 7 million cus­ 
tomers and operate 100 inter­ 
connected 
power 
plants. A 
third is also a huge power 
pool, 
its members being 11 
major electric utilities serving 
seven states. 
In every such case, the goal 
is the same — the best pos­ 
sible service at the lowest pos­ 
sible cost. Beyond that, the in­ 
dustry's 
dramatic 
expansion 
and betterment programs pre­ 
sent, by themselves, an irrefut­ 
able argument against the so­ 
cialization movement. They are 
living proof of the fact that no 
needed project is beyond the 
capacity 
of 
heavily - taxed 
private enterprise in this field.

industry, by its 


deeds, has cut the ground from 
under the feet of the would-be 
socialize rs.

historically suffered from. In

it*is one of the rea­ 
sons this country is as rich as it 
is. 
It was unrest that brought peo­ 
ple 
here in the first place. It 
was frustration with their lives 
that 
drove the pioneers across 
the prairies. It was dlssentlon 
^vith the present and desire for 
something better that Inspired 
the inventors and founders of in­ 
dustries. It is the anguish of the 
underprivileged 
that 
has 
spurred every social reform. 
Indeed, 
it was unrest that 
brought 
about the Mexican 
Revolution which, 
like 
our 
own, started 
that country on 
the road to democratic pros­ 
perity. 
When 
the natives stop be­ 
ing restless for a better life, 
then Mexico will have some­ 
thing to worry about.

WASHINGTON - Sometimes 
it 
looks as if government in 
Washington is by obligarchy in­ 
stead of a democracy under a 
republic.

no uncertain terms what they 
can or can not do. 
Here are three illustrations 
of government by oligarchy:

3. Sen. Jim Eastland of the 
sometimes • called oligarchy of 
Mississippi is able to pass on 
the sending of federal regis­ 
trars to Mississippi and at the 
same time gets benefits under 
the anti • poverty program.

partisan 
to “ Oour 
‘E nery.” None, however, was 
expected to do Clay much dam ­ 
age.

Britain’s legal bookies 
had it 10-1 that Cooper wouldn’t 
eith er. 
Cooper, a lantern-jaw ed 32- 
year-old veteran, had been a 
prohibitive underdog all along. 
But the odds against him soared 
as the 5:15 EDT, fight tim e ap­ 
proached. 
Clay, who had gone along with 
the ballyho and acknowledged 
the cut-prone Cockney as a 
worthy challenger, reverted to 
type in the hours before the 
fight and predicted a first-m in ­ 
ute knockout. 
“ Cooper will 
finish on his 
back,” said the unbeaten cham­ 
pion, who prefers his Black 
Muslim name of Mohammed Ali. 
He then went into the past 
tense to tell how it would be. 
“ Pm so rry it only lasted a 
minute. Cooper could not live 
with me, and it is all over. I 
am still the champ.” 
The crowd shelled out from 
$58.80 for ringside seats to 
$5.88 for standing room in the 
longshot hopes of seeing Cooper 
prove him wrong and hand Clay 
the first loss of his career. 
Cooper, 
who knocked Clay 
down in a non-title bout in 1963, 
was seeking to become the first 
Briton to hold the title since 
Bob Fitzsim m ons before the 
turn of the century. It was the 
firs t heavyweight title bout in 


England in 58 years.

siad, “ but you can say Pm con­ 
fident. I am ready for 15 rounds, 
but if I can catch him earlier, 
so much the better.”

The experts 
tell us that we 
rem em ber only 20% of what we 
learn by hearing. 
But 
we 
rem em ber as high as 50% 
of 
what we learn by seeing. 
This basic principle is one of 
the reasons 
4-H’ers learn to 
give demonstrations. A demon­ 
stration 
is teaching someone 
how to do something by telling 
him how it’s done and showing 
him how it's done at the same 
time. 
A 
good example of a 4-H 
demonstration would be “ How 
To Take a Soil Sample" 
as a 
part of the Gardening or Field 
Crops 
project. 
It 
would be 
difficult to tell someone 
how 
to perform this operation but 
by showing how- nearly anyone 
can understand 
the procedure 
for obtaining a representative 
soil sample. 
Demonstrating is a very im ­ 
portant part of 4-H work. Proj­ 
ect Leaders use demonstrations 
in many of their project meet­ 
ings to show the boys and girls 
how to do something such as cut 
out a pattern or pot a plant. 
4-H’ers 
are 
then asked to 
show what they have learned by 
demonstrating to their project 
group or local 4-H club. This 
gives the boy or girl valuable 


experience in appearing before 
a group. The 4-H’er develops 
poise and self-confidence with 
this experience. 
The experts also tell us that 
a person will remember about 
90% 
of what he or she hears, 
sees, and then does. A 4-H’er 
will remember something he or 
she demonstrates 
for some­ 
tim es years afterwards. 
4-H’ers who 
begin demon­ 
strating at an early age often 
develop into the leaders of the 
future. They have the 
self- 
reliance and ability to serve 
as officers and leaders of fu­ 
ture organizations 
as well as 
leaders 
in other community 
activities.

HORSE 
SAFETY 
WITH HUMANS 
With warm weather people with 
pleasure horses 
will be using 
them more often. Some safety 
tips are given by Dr. 
Melvin 
Bradley, Extension 
Livestock 
Specialist, 
University of Mis­ 
souri. 
The 
usefulness of 
many 
horses is limited inadvertent­ 
ly because of use or misuse of 
humans. 
In a very real sense a horse 
Is an athlete 
and should 
be 
treated as such. This means he 
needs 
systematic 
exercise 
and conditioning. 
Before conditioning a horse, 
be 
sure he is not carrying a 
load of parasites or 
is 
af­ 
fected by a disease. 
Feed 
him a balanced ration 
according to how hard he works. 
More horses 
come to 
the 
University veterinary clinic 
with 
barbed 
wire 
cuts than 
with any other single 
injury. 
Minimize 
wire 
hazards 
by 
removing loose 
wire 
from 
horse pastures, 
and 
avoid 
overstocking 
small paddocks 
fenced with barbed wire. Some 
horses will bully others 
and 
run them into fences. 
Injuries or unsoundnesses of 
the feet and legs are common 
causes 
of layoffs with horses. 
Founder -- 
grass or grain. 
Lush grass or overeating grain 
causes moderate to 
severe 
lameness In one or all four 
feet. 
Grass 
founder results 
from overeating 
lush grow­ 
ing 
grass. 
Horses that gain 
access 
to 
grain bins 
often 
founder 
as a 
result of over­ 
eating. 
Nail 
injuries to the feet are 
common, and sidebones 
and 
ringbones 
develop with wear. 
Heavy work or fast speeds on 
hard surfaces such as pavement 
hasten 
development of these 
unsoundnesses. 
Horses 
that are worked hard 
without 
being conditioned or 
properly 
warmed up may de­ 
velop lameness, 
stiffness, or 
may experience temporary or 
permanent lung damage 
from 
excessive exertion. 
Moldy 
feeds 
cause heaves, 
a disease that interferes with 
breathing, and improper feed­ 
ing 
causes colic. 
To reduce 
colic: 1. Feed often in sm all 
amounts; 2. Don’t feed a tired 
horse a full feed of grain — let 
him rest 
and feed one hour 
later, or feed in small amounts. 
3. To prevent azoturia (Monday 
morning sickness) with hard­ 
working 
horses, 
remove the 
grain on days off or cut it in 
half; 
4. 
Some horses 
bolt 
their grain, especially oats, to 
the point of choking. These can 
be fed with ground hay, 
or 


stones can be placed In 
the 
trough to slow down eating.; 5. 
Proper 
mineral feeding 
of 
young horses 
contributes to 
strong bones that wear well. 
A systematic vaccination and

control 
program, 
combined 
with a 
good ration 
and

performance,

to stay sound and serviceable 
for many years.

SOYBEAN CYST NEMATODE 
PROBRC.M 
AND 
CONTROL 
METHODS DISCUSSED 
The soybean cyst nematode is 
a serious pest which poses a 
definite threat to our soybean 
crop. I think most farm ers are 
aware 
that a cyst nematode 
problem exists in the county 
and that a quarrantine is now 
in effect over almost all of 
the Delta area including all of 
Stoddard County to assist in 
keeping this problem under con­ 
trol. 
The soybean cyst nematode is 
a parasite worm which lives on 
soybean plants and, to a lesser 
extent, other crops some of 
which are grown in this area 
including lespedeza and com­ 
mon vetch. The nematode works 
on the rood system 
of these 
crops by puncturing the cell 
walls and sucking juices from 
the plant. It also injects a 
chemical into the plant which 


were reduced to 1.9 bushels 
per acre compared to a yield 
of 14 bushels per acre pro­ 
duced where the land was ro­ 
tated out of soybean production 
for two years in succession 
and a better yield of 116.6 
bushels per acre where 
the 
field was rotated out of soy­ 
beans production 
for 
three 
years 
in 
succession. 
The 
average yield produced In the 
county in which this research 
was done was 17 bushes per 
acre, so as you can see keep­ 
ing the field out of soybeans 
three years In a row facilitat­ 
ed the production of near normal 
yields. This, of course, means 
that it is very important that 
we not produce soybeans on 
fields that are known or even 
thought to be Infested with cvst 
nematode for at least two or 
three years. 
The bright spot in the soy­ 
bean cyst nematode picture is 
stunts the plants’ growth, and the progress being made in 
causes the leaves to turn yellow. 
As this would indicated soybean 
yields are decreased by the 
cyst nematode damage. In fact, 
a severe infestation can virtual­ 
ly destroy a soybean crop. Some 
of 
our local 
farm ers have 
learned first-hand just how 
costly a nematode infestation 
can be. If you attended our 
County Soils and Crops Con­ 
ference in January you may 
recall that Melvin Lane from 
the Frisco community reported 
that a forty acre field was so 
badly infested that virtually all 
of the field was destroyed to fa­ 
cilitate land levelling last year. 
What can farm ers do to con­ 
trol the soybean cyst nematode?

these cyst-nematode resistant 
varieties was released to re ­ 
gistered 
seed

Pickett. Resistant beans of Scott 
breeding are scheduled to be 
released to registered seed

this area can look forward to 
To date, no practical means using these resistant varieties 
of completely eradicating this ln the next few years. 
pest has been found. Crop ro­ 
tation 
has 
been 
effective in 
keeping it under control to ex­ 
tent that virtually normal yields 
of soybeans can be produced. 
For example, results of a four- 
year period, soybean showed 
that where continuous soybeans 
were grown during this four 
year period, 
soybean yields 


In the meantime, crop rotation 
is the only practical means of 
control available.

< ui. !>ed, and that the first evi­ 
dences of each society's decay 
. I ; <*ared in the toleration of 
disot>edience of its laws and 
the judgment of its courts. 
These are ancient and ohiver- 
lessons. 
Yet, in recent 
ti .es, all of us have daily seen 
an! heard an ever-increasing 
nuj !>er of accounts that show, 
w ith unmistakable clarity, the 
rapid spread of a planned course 
oi lawlessness in our land that 
threatens seriously to get out 
of hand, and, hence, to destroy 
law and order. 
While, of course, all of our 
crim e is not due to any one 
cause, it can hardly be denied 
that a Urge part of our cur­ 
rent rash and rapid spread of 
law lessness has derived from 
planned 
and 
organized mass 
disrespect for, and defiance of, 


peaceably to assemble and to 
petition the Government for a 
redress of grievances." Surely, 
nothing in that language grants 
a license to any man, or group 
of men, to violate State criminal 
laws. Rather, as Mr. Justice 
Roberts wrote upon the sub­ 
ject in 1939, “ the privilege of 
a citizen of the United States

the law and the courts, induced A side the law and the courts,has 
proven --a s certainly we should 
have expected -- to t>e tailor 
made for infiltration, use and 
takeover by rabble rousers and 
Communists who are avowedly 
bent on the breakdown of law, 
order 
and morality of our 
society, 
and, 
hence, 
on its 
destruction. 
SOME ACT IN IGNORANCE- 
Even though those results may 
not have been contemplated, and 
surely were not wished, by those 
Americans who so advocated 
and participated -- either con- 
spiratorily, financially or phy­ 
sically -- in such disobedience 
of our laws, nevertheless, they 
did advocate that philosophy, 
and they did put its processes 
into action, and however well — 
even if ignorantly--motivated, 
cannot now escape responsi­ 
bility for its results. 
As we have all seen, the pat­ 
tern of the process has now 
spread into the campuses of 
most of our great universities. 
A sampling of examples of what 
is there occurring may t>e seen 
through a lew brief quotations. 
The California State Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction, in 
commenting about conditions on 
the campus at Berkeley, recent-' 
ly said: “ Demonstrations there 
provided a vehicle for infiltra­ 
tion by rabble rousers,redhots, 
and Communists and resulted in ~ 
assaults, kidnapings, and im ­ 
prisonment of police officers, 
the commandeering of public 
address system s 
and the 
general breakdown of law and 
order." 
An Associated Press dispatch 
of Wednesday, May 19, in speak­ 
ing of lawless demonstrations in 
progress at the University of 
W isconsin, said that one of the 
leaders there openly espoused, 
from the public rostrum on the 
campus, 
that “ The students 
should band together to bring 
down the Government by any 
m eans." It also said that the 
“ demonstrations" 
there 
had 
n&w been infiltrated and were 
being led by “ eight to a dozen" 
ringleaders who are operating 
under * ‘pretty good cover," and 
at least some of them are known 


by the irresponsible and infl am - 
n atory preachments of some 
self-appointed leaders “ to obey 
the good laws, but to violate 
the bad ones" 
— which, of 
< nurse, simply advocates vio­ 
lation of the laws they do not 
like, or, in other words, the 
taknia of the law into their 
own hands. 
PEACHABLE PHRASE 
MISLEADS 
\nd this is precisely what 
their followers have done and 
arc* doing -- all under the 
banner of “ peaceable civil dis- 
0 ©dienee," which their lead­ 
ers ha \e claimed to be protected 
by 
the peaceable-assembly- 
md-petition provisions of the 
1 irst Amendment to the United 
ta te s Constitution. 
In truth, that conduct is neither 
peaceable nor civil in nature, 
nor is it protec ted by the First 
. mendment. 
In furtherance of that philos­ 
ophy, 
some of those leaders 
have incited their followers to 
. ssemble at a focal point, from 
far and wide -- often, unfor­ 
tunately, with the encourage- 
i ent and i>hysical support, and 
also frequently at the expense, 
of well-meaning but misguided 
> hurch organizations 
-- into 
large and loosely assembled 
groups, 
which at least r e ­ 
sembled mobs, to wage what 
they call “ demonstrations" to 
force the concession of what 
they demand as their rights In 
defiance of legal processes, 
the c ourts and all constituted 
authority. 
Because of general familiarity 
with the pattern, only a word 
a s to the nature of those dem­ 
on t rat ions is needed. In the be­ 
ginning 
they 
consisted 
of 
episodic group invasions and 
temporary 
appropriations of 
private stores, first by sitting 
down and later by lying down 
therein, 
and 
eventually by 
blocking the entrances there­ 
to with their bodies — conduct 
which has always been known 
as criminal trespass. 
TRESPASS, THEN WORSE 
Seeing that those trespasses 
were applauded by many, even 
in high places, and were gen­ 
erally not punished, but, rather, 
were comijelled to be appeased 
and rewarded, those leaders 
and their incited groups quickly 
enlarged the scope of their 
activities 
by massing 
and 
marching 
on 
the sidewalks, 
streets, and highways -- fre­ 
quently blocking and appropri­ 
ating them to a degree that 
precluded their intended pub­ 
lic uses. And that conduct, too, 
being nearlv always appeased, 
the pattern has rapidly spread, 
as one 
might expect, pretty 
generally throughout the land, 
even into our university cam ­ 
puses, and there is some recent 
evidence that it is now threaten­ 
ing 
to 
invade our military 
fo n e s. 
“ Crime," 
says 
Webster, 
means: “ Any act or omission 
forbidden by law and punish­ 
able upon conviction." It can 
hardh 
be denied that those 
trespasses violated at least the 
crim inal-trespass laws of the 
jurisdictions 
involved, 
that 
these laws imposed penalties 
for their violation, and, hence, 
that 
those 
trespasses 
con­ 
stituted “ crim es." 
That conduct cannot honestly 
be termed “ peaceable," for its 
avowed purpose was and is to 
force direct action outside the 
law, and hence was lawless, and, 
of course, inherently disturb­ 
ing to the peace of others. One 
can hardly deny the truth of 
the statement written by Mr. 
Justice Black, joined by two 
other Justices, in June 1964, 
that “ Force leads to violence, 
violence to mob conflicts, and 
these to rule by the strongest 
groups with control of the most 
deadly weapons." 
CRIMINAL, NOT CIVIL 
In the second place, that con­ 
duct cannot honestly be termed 
“ civil disobedience," for the 
sim ple reason that willful con­ 
duct violative of criminal laws 
is 
not civil, but is criminal 
disobedience. 
And lastly, that conduct Is not 
protected by the peaceable-as­ 
sembly-and-petit ion provisions 
of the First Amendment. That 
provision 
reads: 
“ Congress 
shall make no law. . .abridg­ 
ing. . .the right of the people

Inside, the r o o m s— both 
private and semiprivate— look 
as if they belong in a motel.

ment of our criminal laws and 
by the swift, certain and sub­ 
stantial punishment thereunder 
of all persons whose conduct 
violates 
those laws - - and to 
do so immediately, and hope­ 
fully 
before 
planned 
and 
organized crime has spread be­ 
yond 
the capacities of our 
peace-keeping 
machinery to 
control and suppress. 
These are not platitudes, but 
are fundamental and vital, as 
every thinking man should see, 
to the survival of our civilized 
and cultured society. In no other 
way can we orderly resolve the 
Issues that confront and divide 
us, or live together in peace 
and harmony as a civilized na­ 
tion of brothers under the fath 
erhood of God.

rights for anyone. They are 
- children of lawlessness and d is­ 
ciples of destruction. They are 
people who cloak themselves in 
the roles of civil ri^hters but 
plot and plan in secret to d is­ 
rupt our fight for justice and 
full citizenship. They must," 
he said, “ be unmasked for the 
frauds that they are, and must 
be fought in every arena." 
A very recent issue of the Kan­ 
sa s City Star contained several 
articles 
about 
the 
general 
breakdown of law and order on 
our college campuses. One of 
them fairly put the finger on 
the cause. It did so by quoting 
one of the “ demonstrating stu­ 
dents." 
He was asked why- 
som e students had abandoned 
historical “ panty raids" and 
sim ilar college pranks for open 
and riotous rebellion. 
“ Why," he said, “ you could 
get kicked out of school for 
conducting a panty raid and 
things of that kind, but no one 
is ever kicked out or punished 
for demonstrating for som e­ 
thing like civil rights." 
It is thus plain that the stu­ 
dents, knowing just as every­ 
one else knows, that riotous 
conduct in the name of “ civil 
rights" is not being punished, 
but is being tolerated, have 
been thus encouraged to con­ 
tinue and spread their riotous 
actions. 
AN INEVITABLE RESULT 
These lawless activities, nau­ 
seating as they are, can hardly 
be surprising, for they are 


plainly some of the results that 
we should have known would 
inevitably come from tolerat­ 
ing open and direct preachments 
to defy and violate the law. 
Another recent article quoted 
some 
comments of J. ? 
Hoover about the eff*- 
spreading crime upon th 
sonal 
safety of our c iti. jns. 
He said: 
“ There is too much concern in 
:his Country. . . for the‘rights' 
Df an individual who commits a 
crime. I think he is entitled to 
n is (legal) rights, but I think the 
itizens of this country ought to 
be able to walk all the streets 
of 
our cities without 
being 
mugged, raped or robbed." 
“ But," he said, “ we can't do 
that today,." And he added: “ All 
through the Country, 
almost 
without 
exception, this con­ 
dition prevails." 
The April 10, 1965, issue of 
the 
magazine 
America con­ 
tained an article on the im­ 
perative need for certain and 
severe punishment of crime, 
which made many pertinent ob­ 
servations, Including this one: 
“ (Government) has no right to 
turn the cheek of its citizens. 
Instead, it is gravely obligated 
--by the very purpose of its 
existence--to see to their pro­ 
tection." 
To this, I say amen. 
THE GOVERNMENT'S DUTY 
There are, of course, first 
duties of citizenship, but there 
are also first duties of govern­ 
ment. It is undoubtedly true, 
as recited in the theme of the 


recent 
presidentlally 
pro­ 
claimed Law Day, 1965, that “ A 
citizen’s first duty is to uphold 
the law," but it is also a first 
duty of government to enforce 
the law. 
Because some of our citizens 
will not voluntarily 
perform 
their “ first duty" to uphold the 
law, our government's State and 
Federal, are, as said in the 
article quoted from America, 
“ gravely obligated -- by the 
very purpose of (their) ex is­ 
tence - - t o see to (the protec­ 
tion of the people)" by at least 
making them obey the law. 
All of us have often been told, 
and many of us have preached, 
that crime does not pay, but the 
recent rash and spread of law 
defiance, and the su ccesses— 
even though tenuous and tem­ 
porary — of that philosophy in 
obtaining goals, seem s to com­ 
pel a reappraisal of that con­ 
cept 
for, from what we see 
currently 
happening, one can 
reasonably believe that cer­ 
tain types of crime are being 
permitted to pay. 
Probably l>eeause of a rather 
wide-spread recognition that, 
at times and in certain sec­ 
tors, some have suffered un­ 
constitutional discriminations, 
and because many of us have 
been sympathetic to the ends 
they seek,. . .there has been 
a rather general public apathy 
toward preachments to violate, 
and their practices is violating 
our laws. 
THE WAY TO ANARCHY 
But whatever may have been 


the provocations -- and, doubt­ 
le ss, there have been some — 
no man, or any group or race 
of men, can be permitted, in a 
government of laws, to take the 
law, or what they think ought 
to be the law, into their own 
hands, for that is anarchy which 
always results in chaos. 
The fact that the provocations 
may have been, them selves, 
constitutionally unlawful can­ 
not justify unlawful means for 
their resolution. Both types of 
conduct are wrong -- constitu­ 
tionally wrong, the one as much 
a s the other. And, obviously, 
two wrongs cannot make a right. 
All discriminations that vio­ 
late the Consitution and laws 
of the United States are readily 
redressible In our courts which 
have always been open to all 
citizens. And no one has any 
room to doubt that, if he w ill— 
resort to those courts, and have 
the patience to await their proc­ 
e s se s - - a s we all must do in 
an ordered society—all his con­ 
stitutional and legal rights will 
be vouchsafed to him, what­ 
ever his creed or color. 
But there has been impatience 
with 
the judicial 
processes, 
manifested by the recent hue 
and cry for “ Action now--not 
the delays of the law." Ob­ 
viously, that cliche, too, calls 
for direct action in disobedi­ 
ence of the laws, the judgments 
of the courts, and of all con­ 
stituted authority. 
SLOW, BUT JUST 
It is true that legal processes, 
being refined and deliberative 


processes, are slow. But like 
the m ills of the Gods, though 
they grind slowly, they grind 
exceedingly fine, and their judg­ 
ments are most likely to be 
just. 
In all events, there is no other 
orderly way to peaceably and 
fairly decide the issues that 
arise among us, and to have 
an ordered liberty. 
The great pity here is that 
these minority groups are, by 
their unilateral mass actions 
outside of and in defiance of 
the law, actually eroding and 
destroying the legal processes 
which alone can ever assure 
to them or permanently main­ 
tain for them, due process and 
equal protection of the laws, 
and that can, thus, protect them 


and 
from 
discriminations 
abuses by majorities. 
Last May, Lewis F. Powell, 
President of the American Lar 
Association, in a speech dedi­ 
cating the new Missouri bar 
center at Jefferson City, said: 
“ Many 
centuries 
of human 
m isery show that once a society 
departs from the rule of law, and 
every man becomes the judge of 
which laws he will obey, only 
the strongest remain free. 
RESPECT FOR LAW VITAL 
I think we must all agree with 
his conclusion that “ America 
needs a genuine revival of r e ­ 
spect for law and orderly proc­ 
e s s e s , a reawakening of indi­ 
vidual responsibility, a new im ­ 
patience with those who violate 
and circumvent our laws, and a

NATIONAL MARITIME DAY 
By Presidential proclamation, Monday (May 23) 
is National Maritime Day and the beginning of 
World Trade Week. 
EACH SUCCEEDING National Maritime Day 
becomes more ironic than the last. Under a 
congressional resolution adopted in 1933, May 
22 of each year is designated as National Mari­ 
time Day. Because May 22 is a Sunday this 
year, President Johnson said it was appropriate 
that the observance be on the following day. 
The theme of the Day is: ‘‘American ships 
chart America’s future.” One must hope that it 
is not to be taken literally. James W. Gulick, 
deputy maritime administrator, told a Senate 
Commerce subcommittee on May 9: ‘‘I hate 
to say it, but in the commercial field, the 
United States is 15th, the last place among the 
major maritime nations.” 
GULICK was testifying on a bill authorizing 
carriage of military cargoes by U. S.-flag 
vessels at reduced rates. His judgment was 
based on October data, and hence was slightly 
over-pessim istic. As of Jan. 1, the United 
States had edged out Finland to become only 
the 14th commercial shipping power. 
The United States is building only 45 vessels 
of 513,000 gross tons, or 1.7 of the world’s 
total. Finland is building 1 per cent. 
The world’s first ship builder, Japan, is pro­ 
ducing 343 ships of 10,555,610 gross tons, or 
34.8 per cent of the world total. Other nations, 
in order, are: Great Britain, 187 ships of 
2,982,620 gross tons; 
West Germany 140 of 
2,254,750; Soviet Union, 145 of 2,210,740; Poland, 
182 of 1,397,800; France, 52 of 1,310,760; Norway, 
80 of 1,309,800; Denmark, 52 of 1,007,410; Italy, 
28 of 797,530; Spain, 75 of 712,810; Yugoslavia, 
85 of 658,970; and the Netherlands, 59 or 574,800. 
The data won’t tell the whole story on the Soviet 
Union. The Soviet fleet aggregates 7 million 
tons at present. It is growing at the rate of 
1 m illion tons a year. The objective is to have 
20 million tons afloat by 1980. Russia is having 
more merchant ships added to its fleet than is 
any other country in the world. But most of the 
464 vessels under construction are being built 
in yards in Japan, Yugoslavia, Poland, France, 
Denmark, and other countries. 
The Reporter magazine states bluntly: ‘‘Un­ 
questionably, Russia’s ultimate goal is domina­ 
tion of world trade.” The Soviet Ministry of 
Merchant Marine pooh-poohs this idea but is 
obviously delighted that western companies 
‘‘turn blue at the very mention of the Soviet 
Union’s success in developing its shipping.” 
THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT and the ship­ 
ping industry can’t seem to agree on how to 
revive the U. S. merchant marine. A special 
government committee wants to abolish ship­ 
ping subsidies; the industry wants them in­ 
creased. 
Maritime Administrator Nicholas 
Johnson on May 9 outlined alternative courses. 
We can stick to the present program of limited 
subsidies, requiring subsidized merchant ships 
to be American-built, Johnson said, and ‘‘watch 
our fleet dwindle in size and economic compet­ 
itiveness.” We can perm it American shipowners 
to build ships in foreign yards and still re­ 
ceive operating but not construction subsidies. 
Or we can increase shipbuilding subsidies to 
about $500 million a year from the present 
$400 million, thus removing some of the present 
limitation on fleet modernization. 
These are hard alternatives. But on the eve of 
National Maritime Day it should appear clear 
that doing something is better than doing nothing 
— and being in 14th place in a field of 15.

CANDY WILL COST MORE 
A month-long conference on cocoa production 
and marketing begins at United Nations head­ 
quarters in New York on Monday (May 23). 
THE BIG NICKEL CANDY BAR — like Lucky 
Strike green — went to war and never came 
back. Now the big dime bar may be headed for 
the same fate. This time the problem is the 
price of cocoa. In New York, Accra Cocoa, a 
prime grade, wholesales at 24-l/4£ a pound, 
more than double the 19-year low of 11-3/8^ 
of last July and up 8-3/8£ from a year ago. 
Some candy prices have risen already. The 
Wall Street Journal reports that a major Mid­ 
west supermarket chain has hiked prices on 
chocolate candy about 
3 per cent since the 
start of 1965. 
Bigger boosts are expected. Hershey Chocolate 
Corp., the nation’s greatest cocoa user, which 
increased the size of its nickel bar from 7/8 
ounce to 1 ounce last October, may have to 
shave it back. That would mean costly alterations 
in machinery, packaging, and promotion. 
COCOA IS PROBABLY the most popular in­ 


gredient of candy — certainly of chocolate 
candy. Mexico’s Aztec Indians prized the cocoa 
bean so highly that they once used it for money. 
The bean is basic to the economy of many 
emergent nations. 
A hot, rainy climate is vital to the growth of the 
15 to 25 foot cacao tree, the source of the cocoa 
bean. The principal source is West Africa, where 
cocoa is a top cash crop for Ghana, Nigeria, 
and the Ivory Coast. Brazil ranks first in Latin 
America. 
The Hershey people used to have 
sizable holdings in Cuba. 
The rise in price comes, appropriately enough, 
as representatives of more than 125 countries 
are gathering at United Nations headquarters 
in New York to try to work out the first inter­ 
national agreement on the marketing and pro­ 
duction of the cocoa bean. The groundwork has 
been established at meetings in Geneva. 
The draft agreement in general would set 
floor and ceiling prices for the commodity 
based on the average of the nearest three 
months of trading on the New \o rk and Lon­ 
don cocoa exchanges. Annual and quarterly 
sales quotas of exporting countries would be 
determined on the basis of 10,000 tons annually, 
plus a percentage difference between that volume 
and each country’s actual basic sales quota. 
An attempt would be made to keep the market 
stable by the establishment of a buffer stock 
of beans. Operations could be suspended or lim­ 
ited uniformly when necessary. 
Past attempts to set up a cocoa agreement — 
much like international understandings on wheat 
and coffee, for example — haven’t been very 
productive. Both producing and consuming na­ 
tions will be represented at the U. N. Most of 
the steam is coming from the producing nations 
for obvious reasons. Some of them are almost 
literally one-crop countries. 
BAD WEATHER is responsible for a smaller 
cocoa bean crop this year. Harvesting in West 
Africa last autumn was delayed by heavy rains. 
Some of the crop rotted. 
Increased demand also is pushing up prices. 
Grindings of cocoa beans in the first three 
months of 1966 in this country came to a record 
72,300 long tons -- up 4 per cent from the like 
period of last year. Grindings are up 22 per 
in Britain. 
The sweet tooth, like most other appetites, is 
beginning to cost more. Inflation never has a 
pleasant aspect, but at least there’s something 
toothsome about this kind.

The modern road map would have been useless 
60 years ago, for road signs were practically 
nonexistent then. 
Before the turn of the century, motorists 
followed maps intended for use by bicyclists. 
They often discovered, however, that the bi­ 
cycle roads were too narrow for cars to 
pass. 
One ingenious man invented a disc map. It 
was a circular piece of cardboard with printed 
directions. It was mounted on a metal pin 
that was attached by a cable to the front wheels 
of the car. 
The disc revolved as the car’s 
wheels turned, indicating the direction in which 
the car was moving and the place it was 
heading for. 
Soon after 1900 the popular Automobile Blue 
Book was issued. This is a typical entry: 
‘‘Turn right at the red barn, left at the trolley 
tracks, and right again where the road forks 
at an oak tree with a knothole on the north side.” 
By 1912, many individual organizations began 
installing their own versions of road signs — 
and their own maps. Things became confusing, 
for there was no effort to make one organiza­ 
tion’s map conform with any other map. 
According to the Auto Club of Michigan, W. B. 
Bachman, the Club’s membership director, in­ 
stituted the first comprehensive system of 
road signs in the United States. He assembled 
a crew in 1920 and marked the routes connecting 
a number of Michigan communities by painting 
stripes in keyed color combinations on roadside 
utility poles. 
Nowadays, a road map is a m otorist’s best 
friend, for modern directional and identification 
signs make it easy to find the road marked on 
the map.

be used mostly on new roads.

pioneered for the most part 
by 
investor-owned 
utilities 
everywhere in the country, truly 
command the adjective spectac­ 
ular. And the result has been 
vast improvement in standards 
of service along with a hold- 
the-line policy on rates at a 
time when almost all other 
costs 
and prices have risen 
markedly. 
One of the most notable ad­ 
vances is found in intercon­ 
nection and pooling arrange­ 
ments. In just a single late 
week, several of these were an­ 
nounced, involving a large num­ 
ber of utilities throughout the 
country. One of the projects is 
an extra-high-voltage intercon­ 
nection between New York and 
England. Another is the 
for­ 
mation of what is termed the 
world's largest power pool in 
the Middle West — its members

plants. A 
third is also a huge power 
pool, 
its members being 11 
major electric utilities serving 
seven states. 
In every such case, the goal 
is the same — the best pos­ 
sible service at the lowest pos­ 
sible cost.

It 
was frustration with their lives 
that drove the pioneers across 
the prairies. It was dissentlon 
^vith the present and desire for 
something better that inspired 
the inventors and founders of in­ 
dustries. It is the anguish of the 
underprivileged 
that 
has 
spurred every social reform. 
Indeed, 
it was unrest that 
brought 
about 
the Mexican 
Revolution which, 
like 
our 
own, started 
that country on 
the road to democratic pros­ 
perity.

then Mexico

thing to worry about.

WASHINGTON - Sometimes 
it 
looks as if government in 
Washington is by obligarchy in­ 
stead of a democracy under a 
republic. The oligarchs 
are

tive branch of government in 
no uncertain terms what they 
can or can not do. 
Here are three illustrations 
of government by oligarchy: 
1. The House Armed Services

President, Comrade 
Breshnev had to make a special 
trip from Moscow to Bucharest 
to try to stop the drift. 
3. Sen. Jim Eastland of the 
sometimes • called oligarchy of 
Mississippi is able to pass on 
the sending of federal regis­ 
trars to Mississippi and at the 
same time gets benefits under 
the anti • poverty program. 
Recently Big Jim was asked 
about this column’s report that 
no federal registrars had been 
sent to his home county, Sun­ 
flower.

NATIONAL MARITIME DAY 
By Presidential proclamation, Monday (May 23) 
is National Maritime Day and the beginning of 
World Trade Week, 
EACH SUCCEEDING National Maritime Day 
becomes more ironic than the last. Under a 
congressional resolution adopted in 1933, May 
22 of each year is designated as National Mari­ 
time Day. Because May 22 is a Sunday this 
year, President Johnson said it was appropriate 
that the observance be on the following day. 
The theme of the Day is: “American ships 
chart America’s future.” One must hope that it 
is not to be taken literally. James VV. Gulick, 
deputy maritime administrator, told a Senate 
Commerce subcommittee on May 9: “ I hate 
to say it, but in the commercial field, the 
United States is 15th, the last place among the 
major maritime nations.” 
GULICK was testifying on a bill authorizing 
carriage of military cargoes by U. S.-flag 
vessels at reduced rates. His judgment was 
based on October data, and hence was slightly 
over-pessimistic. As of Jan. I, the United 
States had edged out Finland to become only 
the 14th commercial shipping power. 
The United States is building only 45 vessels 
of 513,000 gross tons, or 1.7 of the world’s 
total. Finland is building I per cent. 
The world’s first ship builder, Japan, is pro­ 
ducing 343 ships of 10,555,610 gross tons, or 
34.8 per cent of the world total. Other nations, 
in order, are: Great Britain, 187 ships of 
2,982,620 gross tons; 
West Germany 140 of 
2,254,750; Soviet Union, 145of 2,210,740; Poland, 
182 of 1,397,800; France, 52 of 1,310,760; Norway, 
80 of 1,309,800; Denmark, 52 of 1,007,410; Italy, 
28 of 797,530; Spain, 75 of 712,810; Yugoslavia, 
85 of 658,970; and the Netherlands, 59 or 574,800. 
The data won’t tell the whole story on the Soviet 
Union. The Soviet fleet aggregates 7 million 
tons at present. It is growing at the rate of 
I million tons a year. The objective is to have 
20 million tons afloat by 1980. Russia is having 
more merchant ship* added to its fleet than is 
any other country in the world. But most of the 
464 vessels under construction are being built 
in yards in Japan, Yugoslavia, Poland, France, 
Denmark, and other countries. 
The Reporter magazine states bluntly: “ Un­ 
questionably, Russia’s ultimate goal is domina­ 
tion of world trade.” The Soviet Ministry of 
Merchant Marine pooh-poohs this idea but is 
obviously delighted that western companies 
“turn blue at the very mention of the Soviet 
Union’s success in developing its shipping.” 
THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT and the ship­ 
ping industry can’t seem to agree on how to 
revive the U. S. merchant marine. A special 
government committee wants to abolish ship­ 
ping subsidies; the industry wants them in­ 
creased. 
Maritime Administrator Nicholas 
Johnson on May 9 outlined alternative courses. 
We can stick to the present program of limited 
subsidies, requiring subsidized merchant ships 
to be American-built, Johnson said, and “watch 
our fleet dwindle in size and economic compet­ 
itiveness.” We can permit American shipowners 
to build ships in foreign yards and still re­ 
ceive operating but not construction subsidies. 
Or we can increase shipbuilding subsidies to 
about $500 million a year from the present 
$400 million, thus removing some of the present 
limitation on fleet modernization. 
These are hard alternatives. But on the eve of 
National Maritime Day it should appear clear 
that doing something is better than doing nothing 
— and being in 14th place in a field of 15.

CANDY WILL COST MORE 
A month-long conference on cocoa production 
and marketing begins at United Nations head­ 
quarters in New York on Monday (May 23). 
THE BIG NICKEL CANDY BAR — like Lucky 
Strike green — went to war and never came 
back. Now the big dime bar may be headed for 
the same fate. This time the problem is the 
price of cocoa. In New York, Accra Cocoa, a 
prime grade, wholesales at 24-1/4$ a pound, 
more than double the 19-year low of 11-3/8$ 
of last July and up 8-3/8$ from a year ago. 
Some candy prices have risen already. The 
Wall Street Journal reports that a major Mid­ 
west supermarket chain has hiked prices on 
chocolate candy about 
3 per cent since the 
start of 1965. 
Bigger boosts are expected. Hershey Chocolate 
Corp., the nation’s greatest cocoa user, which 
increased the size of its nickel bar from 7/8 
ounce to I ounce last October, may have to 
shave it back. That would mean costly alterations 
in machinery, packaging, and promotion. 
COCOA IS PROBABLY the most popular in­ 


gredient of candy — certainly of chocolate 
candy. Mexico’s Aztec Indians prized the cocoa 
bean so highly that they once used it for money. 
The bean is basic to the economy of many 
emergent nations. 
A hot, rainy climate is vital to the growth of the 
15 to 25 foot cacao tree, the source of the cocoa 
bean. The principal source is West Africa, where 
cocoa is a top cash crop for Ghana, Nigeria, 
and the Ivory Coast. Brazil ranks first in Latin 
America. 
The Hershey people used to have 
sizable holdings in Cuba. 
The rise in price comes, appropriately enough, 
as representatives of more than 125 countries 
are gathering at United Nations headquarters 
in New York to try to work out the first inter­ 
national agreement on the marketing and pro­ 
duction of the cocoa bean. The groundwork has 
been established at meetings in Geneva. 
The draft agreement in general would set 
floor and ceiling prices for the commodity 
based on the average of the nearest three 
months of trading on the New \ork and Lon­ 
don cocoa exchanges. Annual and quarterly 
sales quotas of exporting countries would be 
determined on the basis of 10,000 tons annually, 
plus a percentage difference between that volume 
and each country’s actual basic sales quota. 
An attempt would be made to keep the market 
stable by the establishment of a buffer stock 
of beans. Operations could be suspended or lim­ 
ited uniformly when necessary. 
Past attempts to set up a cocoa agreement — 
much like international understandings on wheat 
and coffee, for example — haven’t been very 
productive. Both producing and consuming na­ 
tions will be represented at the U. N. Most of 
the steam is coming from the producing nations 
for obvious reasons. Some of them are almost 
literally one-crop countries. 
BAD WEATHER is responsible for a smaller 
cocoa bean crop this year. Harvesting in West 
Africa last autumn was delayed by heavy rains. 
Some of the crop rotted. 
Increased demand also is pushing up prices. 
Grindings of cocoa beans in the first three 
months of 1966 in this country came to a record 
72,300 long tons — up 4 per cent from the like 
period of last year. Grindings are up 22 per 
in Britain. 
The sweet tooth, like most other appetites, is 
beginning to cost more. Inflation never has a 
pleasant aspect, but at least there’s something 
toothsome about this kind.

The modern road map would have been useless 
60 years ago, for road signs were practically 
nonexistent then. 
Before the turn of the century, motorists 
followed maps intended for use by bicyclists. 
They often discovered, however, that the bi­ 
cycle roads were too narrow for cars to 
pass. 
One ingenious man invented a disc map. It 
was a circular piece of cardboard with printed 
directions. It was mounted on a metal pin 
that was attached by a cable to the front wheels 
of the car. 
The disc revolved as the car’s 
wheels turned, indicating the direction in which 
the car was moving and the place it was 
heading for. 
Soon after 1900 the popular Automobile Blue 
Book was issued. This is a typical entry: 
“ Turn right at the red barn, left at the trolley 
tracks, and right again where the road forks 
at an oak tree with a knothole on the north side,” 
By 1912, many individual organizations began 
installing their own versions of road signs — 
and their own maps. Things became confusing, 
for there was no effort to make one organiza­ 
tion’s map conform with any other map. 
According to the Auto Club of Michigan, W. B. 
Bachman, the Club’s membership director, in­ 
stituted the first comprehensive system of 
road signs in the United States. He assembled 
a crew in 1920 and marked the routes connecting 
a number of Michigan communities by painting 
stripes in keyed color combinations on roadside 
utility poles. 
Nowadays, a road map is a motorist’s best 
friend, for modern directional and identification 
signs make it easy to find the road marked on 
the map.

Clay, who had gone along with 
the ballyho and acknowledged 
the cut-prone Cockney as a 
worthy challenger, reverted to 
type in the hours before the 
fight and predicted u ftrst-m in - 
ute knockout. 
"C ooper will 
finish on his 
back,” said the unbeaten cham­ 
pion, who prefer* his Black 
M uslim name of Mohammed All. 
He then went into the past 
ten se to tell how It would he. 
"P m sorry It only lasted a 
m inute, footier could not live 
with me, and It is all over. I 
am still the champ.” 
The crowd shelled out from 
$58.80 for ringside seats to 
$ 5.88 for standing room in the 
longshot hopes of seeing Cooper 
prove him wrong and hand Clay 
the first loss of his career. 
Cooper, 
who knocked Clay 
down in a non-title bout in 1963, 
w as seeking to become the first 
B riton to hold the title since 
Bob Fitzsim m ons before tile 
tu rn of the century.

With warm weather people with 
pleasure horses

SOYBEAN CYST NEMATODE 
PROBBbM 
AND 
CONTROL 
METHODS DISCUSSED 
The soybean cyst nematode is 
a serious pest which poses a 
definite threat to our soybean 
crop. I think most farmers are 
aware 
that a cyst nematode 
problem exists in the county 
and that a quarrantine is now 
in effect over almost all of 
the Delta area including all of 
Stoddard County to assist in 
keeping this problem under con­ 
trol. 
The soybean cyst nematode is 
a parasite worm which lives on 
soybean plants and, to a lesser 
extent, other crops some of 
which are grown in this area 
including lespedeza and com­ 
mon vetch. The nematode works 
on the rood system 
of these 
crops by puncturing the cell 
walls and sucking juices from 
the plant. It also injects a 
chemical into the plant which 
stunts the plants’ growth, and 
causes the leaves to turn yellow. 
As this would indicated soybean 
yields are decreased by ithe 
cyst nematode damage. In fact, 
a severe infestation can virtual­ 
ly destroy a soybean crop. Some 
of our 
local 
farm ers have 
learned 
first-hand 
just how 
costly a nematode infestation 
can be. If you attended our 
County Soils and Crops Con­ 
ference in January you may 
recall that Melvin Lane from 
the Frisco community reported 
that a forty acre field was so 
badly infested that virtually all 
of the field was destroyed to fa­ 
cilitate land levelling last year. 
What can farm ers do to con­ 
trol the soybean cyst nematode? 
To date, no practical means 
of completely eradicating this 
pest has been found. Crop ro­ 
tation 
has 
been 
effective in 
keeping it under control to ex­ 
tent that virtually normal yields 
of soybeans can be produced. 
For example, results of a four- 
year period, soybean showed 
that where continuous soybeans 
were grown during this four 
year 
period, 
soybean yields 


were reduced to 1.9 bushels 
per acre compared to a yield 
of 14 bushels per acre pro­ 
duced where the land was ro ­ 
tated out of soybean production 
for two years in succession 
and a better yield of 116.6 
bushels per acre where 
the 
field was rotated out of soy­ 
beans production 
for 
three 
years 
in 
succession. 
The 
average yield produced in the 
county in which this research 
was done was 17 bushes per 
acre, so as you can see keep­ 
ing the field out of soybeans 
three years in a row facilitat­ 
ed the production of near normal 
yields. This, of course, means 
that it is very important that 
we not produce soybeans on 
fields that are known or even 
thought to be infested with cvst 
nematode for at least two or 
three years. 
The bright spot in the soy­ 
bean cyst nematode picture is 
the progress being made in 
breeding 
cyst-nematode 
r e ­ 
sistance into soybean varieties 
adapted to our area. 
As you 
you probably know the first of 
these cyst-nematode resistant 
varieties was released to r e ­ 
gistered 
seed 
growers 
this 
year, and seed of this variety 
will be available to farm ers 
in 
general 
next 
year. This 
variety was bred from the Lee 
variety 
and 
is known 
as 
Pickett. Resistant beans of Scott 
breeding are scheduled to be 
released 
to 
registered seed 
growers about next year and 
resistant beans of Hill breed­ 
ing should be released a year 
or two later. So farmers in 
this area can look forward to 
using these resistant varieties 
in the next few years. 
In the meantime, crop rotation 
is the only practical means of 
control available.

WITH HUMANS 
With warm weather people with 
pleasure horses will be using 
them more often. Some safety 
tips are given by Dr. 
Melvin 
Bradley, Extension Livestock 
Specialist, 
University of Mis­ 
souri. 
The 
usefulness of 
many 
horses is limited inadvertent­ 
ly because of use or misuse of 
humans. 
In a very real sense a horse 
is an athlete ami should 
Ie 
treated as such. This means he 
needs 
systematic 
exercise 
and conditioning 
Before conditioning a horse, 
be 
sure he is not carrying a 
load of parasites or is 
af­ 
fected by a disease. 
Feed 
him a balanced ration 
according to how-hard he works. 
More 
horses come to the 
University veterinary clinic 
with 
barbed wire cuts than 
with any other single injury. 
Minimize 
wire hazards by 
removing loose 
wire 
from 
horse pastures, 
and 
avoid 
overstocking 
small paddocks 
fenced with barbed wire Some 
horses 
will bully others 
and 
run them into fences. 
Injuries or unsoundnesses of 
the feet and legs are common 
causes 
of layoffs with horses. 
Founder — grass or grain. 
Lush grass or overeating grain 
causes 
moderate to severe 
lameness in one or all four 
feet. 
Grass founder results 
from overeating 
lush grow­ 
ing 
grass. 
Horses that gain 
access 
to grain bins often 
founder 
as a 
result of over­ 
eating. 
Nail 
injuries to the feet are 
common, 
and sidelines 
and 
ringbones develop with wear. 
Heavy work or fast speeds on 
hard surfaces such as pave men! 
hasten development of these 
unsoundnesses. 
Horses 
that are worked hard 
without 
being conditioned or 
properly 
warmed up may de­ 
velop lameness, stiffness, or 
may experience temporary or 
permanent lung damage 
from 
sxcesslve exertion. 
Moldy 
feeds cause heaves, 
a disease that interferes with 
breathing, and Improper feed­ 
ing 
causes colk. 
To reduce 
colic: 1. Feed often in small 
amounts; 2. Don't feed a tired 
norse a full feed of grain — let 
him rest 
and feed one hour 
later, or feed in small amounts. 
3. To prevent azoturia (Monday 
morning sickness) with hard­ 
working 
horses, 
remove the 
grain on days off or cut it in 
half; 
4. 
Some horses 
bolt 
their grain, especially oats, to 
the point of choking. These can 
be fed with ground hay, 
or

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SOYBEAN CYST NEMATODE 
FROEBA M 
AND 
CONTROL 
METHODS DISCUSSED 
The soybean cyst nematode is 
a serious pest which poses a 
definite threat to our soybean 
crop. I think most farmers are 
aware that a cyst nematode 
problem exists in the county 
and that a quarantine Is now 
in effect over almost all of 
the Delta area Including all of 
Stoddard County to assist In 
keeping this problem under con­ 
trol. 
The soybean cyst nematode Is 
a parasite worm which lives on 
soybean plants and, to a lesser 
extent, other crops some of 
which are grown in this area 
including lespedeza and com­ 
mon vetch. The nematode works 
on the rood system of these 
crops by puncturing the cell 
wails and sucking Juices from 
the plant. It also Injects a 
chemical Into the plant which 
stunts the plants' growth, and 
causes the leaves to turn yellow. 
As this would Indicated soybean 
yields are decreased by the 
cyst nematode damage. In fact, 
a severe infestation can virtual­ 
ly destroy a soybean crop. Some 
of our local farmers have 
learned first-hand Just how 
costly a nematode infestation 
can be. lf you attended our 
County Soils and Crops Con­ 
ference in January you may 
recall that Melvin Lane from 
the Frisco community reported 
that a forty acre field was so 
badly Infested that virtually all 
of the field was destroyed to fa­ 
cilitate land levelling last year. 
What can farmers do to con­ 
trol the soybean cyst ne matode? 
To date, no practical means 
of completely eradicating this 
pest has been found, crop ro­ 
tation has been effective in 
keeping it under control to ex­ 
tent that virtually normal yields 
of soybeans can be produced. 
For example, results of a four- 
year period, soybean showed 
that where continuous soybeans 
were grown during this four 
year period, soybean yields 


were reduced to 1.9 bushels 
per acre compared to a yield 
of 14 bushels per acre pro­ 
duced where the land was ro­ 
tated out of soybean production 
for two years in succession 
and a better yield of 116.6 
bushels per acre where 
the 
field was rotated out of soy­ 
beans production 
for 
three 
years 
In 
succession. 
The 
average yield produced in the 
county In which this research 
was done was 17 bushes per 
acre, so as you can see keep­ 
ing the field out of soybeans 
three years in a row facilitat­ 
ed the production of near normal 
yields. This, of course, means 
that it is very important that 
we not produce soybeans on 
fields that are known or even 
thought to be infested with cvst 
nematode for at least two or 
three years. 
The bright spot in the soy­ 
bean cyst nematode picture is 
the progress being made in 
breeding 
cyst-nematode 
re ­ 
sistance Into soybean varieties 
adapted to our area. 
As you 
you probably know the first of 
these cyst-nematode resistant 
varieties was released to re­ 
gistered 
seed growers 
this 
year, and seed of this variety 
will be available to farmers 
in 
general 
next year. This 
variety was bred from the Lee 
variety 
and 
Is known 
as 
Pickett. Resistant beans of Scott 
breeding are scheduled to be 
released to registered seed 
growers about next year and 
resistant beans of Hill breed­ 
ing should be released a year 
or two later. So farmers In 
this area can look forward to 
using these resistant varieties 
in the next few years. 
In the meantime, crop rotation 
is the only practical means af 
control available.

Would not every thinking p er­ 
son also agree with the state­ 
ment made very recently by the 
President of Vale University in 
a speech at Detroit, that the cur­ 
rent rash of “ demonstrations" 
makes “ a ludicrous mokery of 
the democratic debating proc­ 
e s s ? " 
The pattern of forcing demands 
by mass or mob actions, out- 


Can any thoughtful person r e a ­ 
sonably believe that a disor- 
lerl 
society can survive? Ir. 
■all re urded history , none ever 
has. On the contrary, history 
.-hows that every society which 
1 e ante 
lawless 
soon sue- 
< ur. l>ed, and that the first evi­ 
dent es of each society’s decay 
. i ;-eared in the toleration of 
lisobedienee of its laws and 
the judgment of its courts. 
These are ancient and ohiver- 
> 11 
lessons. 
Yet, in recent 
ti .es, all of us have daily seen 
and heard an ever-increasing 
nuj ber of accounts that show, 
v. ith unmistakable clarity, the 
rapid spread of a planned course 
oi lawlessness in our land that 
threatens seriously to get out 
of hand, and, hence, to destroy 
1 tw and order. 
While, of course, all of our 
< rime is not due to any one 
iau se, it can hardly be denied 
that a large part of our c u r­ 
rent rash and rapid spread of 
lawlessness has derived from 
planned 
and 
organized mass 
disrespect for, and defiance of, 
the law and the courts, induced A side the law and the courts,has 
by the irresponsible and inflam- 
n atory preachments of some 
self-appointed leaders “ toobey 
the good laws, but to violate 
the bad ones" 
-- which, of 
< ourse, simply advocates vio­ 
lation of the laws they do not 
like, or, in other words, the 
taking of the law into their 
o .vp. hands. 
REACHABLE PHRASE 
MISLEADS 
\nd this is precisely what 
t) eir followers have done and 
are doing -- all under the 
banner of “ peaceable civil dis- 
0 edienee," which their lead- 
e rs ha \ e claimed to be protected 
by 
the peaceable-assembly- 
.tnd-petition provisions of the 
1 irst Amendment to the United 
tntes Constitution. 
In truth, that conduct is neither 
peaceable nor civil in nature, 
nor is it protected by the F irst 
. mendment. 
In furtherance of that philos­ 
ophy, 
some of those leaders 
have incited their followers to 
. ssemble at a focal point, from 
far and wide -- often, unfor- 
tunateiy, with the encourage - 
i ent and physical support, and 
also frequently at the expense, 
of well-meaning but misguided 
< iiurch organizations 
-- into 
l. rge 
and loosely assembled 
groups, 
which at least r e ­ 
sembled mobs, to wage what 
ti.ey call “ demonstrations" to 
for< e the concession of what 
they demand as their rights In 
Jefiance 
of legal processes, 
the courts and all constituted 
authority. 
because of general familiarity 
with the pattern, only a word 
as to the nature of those dem- 
oi. tr it ions is needed. In the be- 
. inninc 
they 
consisted 
of 
episodic 
group invasions and 
tem io rary 
appropriations of 
private stores, first by sitting 
down and later by lying down 
therein, 
and 
eventually by 
blocking the entrances there­ 
to with their bodies -- conduct 
which lias always been known 
as criminal trespass. 
TRESPASS, THEN WORSE 
Seeing that those trespasses 
were applauded by many, even 
in high places, and were gen­ 
erally not punisbed, but, rather, 
w ere compelled to be appeased 
and rewarded, those leaders 
and their incited groups quickly 
enlarged the scope 
of their 
activities 
by massing 
and 
marching 
on 
the 
sidewalks, 
streets, and highways -- fre ­ 
quently blocking and appropri­ 
ating 
them to a degree that 
precluded their intended pub­ 
lic uses. And that conduct, too, 
being neurlv always appeased, 
the pattern has rapidly spread, 
as one 
might expect, pretty 
generally throughout the land, 
even into our university cam ­ 
puses, and there is some recent 
evidence that it is now threaten­ 
ing 
to 
invade our military 
for< es. 
“ C rim e," 
savs 
Webster, - 
means: “ Any act or omission 
forbidden by law and punish­ 
able ui>on conviction." It can 
hardly 
lie denied that those 
tresp asses violated at least the 
crin inal-trespass laws of the 
jurisdictions 
involved, 
that 
these laws imposed penalties 
for their violation, and, hence, 
that 
those 
trespasses 
con­ 
stituted “ crim es." 
That conduct cannot honestly 
be term ed “ peaceable," for its 
avowed purpose was and is to 
force direct action outside the 
law, and hence was lawless, and, 
of course, inherently disturb­ 
ing to the peace of others. One 
can hardly deny the truth of 
the statement written by Mr. 
Justice 
Black, joined by two 
other Justices, in June 1964, 
that “ Force leads to violence, 
violence to mob conflicts, and 
these to rule by the strongest 
groups with control of the most 
deadly weapons," 
CRIMINAL, NOT CIVIL 
In the second place, that con­ 
duct cannot honestly be termed 
“ civil disobedience," for the 
sim ple reason that willful con­ 
duct violative of criminal laws 
Is 
not civil, but is criminal 
disobedience. 
Ami lastly, that conduct is not 
protected by the peaceable-as- 
sembly-and-petition provisions 
of the First Amendment. That 
provision 
reads: 
“ Congress 
shall make no law. . .abridg­ 
ing. . .the right of the people 


proven - -a s certainly we should 
have expected -- to l>e tailor 
made for Infiltration, use and 
takeover by rabble rousers and 
Communists who are avowedly 
bent on the breakdown of law, 
order 
and 
morality of our 
society, 
and, 
hence, 
on its 
destruction. 
SOME ACT IN IGNORANT F 
Even though those results may 
not have been contemplated, and 
surely were not wished, by those 
Americans who so advocated 
and participated -- either con- 
spiratorily, financially or phy­ 
sically - - i n such disobedience 
of our laws, nevertheless, they 
did advocate that philosophy, 
and they did put its processes 
into action, and however well-- 
even if ignorantly--motivated, 
cannot now escape responsi­ 
bility for its results. 
As we have all seen, the pat­ 
tern of the process has now- 
spread into the campuses of 
most of our great universities. 
A sampling of examples of what 
is there occurring may be seen 
through a lew brief quotations. 
The California State Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction, in 
commenting about conditions on 
the campusat Berkeley, recent-' 
ly said: “ Demonstrations there 
provided a vehicle for infiltra­ 
tion by rabble rousers, redhots, 
and Communists and resulted in ' 
assaults, kidnapings, and im ­ 
prisonment of police officers, 
the commandeering of publii 
address systems. . . . .and the 
general breakdown of law and 
o rd e r." 
An Associated P ress dispatch 
of Wednesday, May 19, in speak­ 
ing of lawless demonstrations in 
progress at the University of 
Wisconsin, said that one of the 
leaders there openly espoused, 
from the public rostrum on the 
campus, 
that “ The students 
should band together to bring 
down the Government by any 
m eans." It also said that the 
“ dem onstrations" 
there 
had 
nOw been infiltrated and were 
being led by “ eight to a dozen" 
ringleaders who are operating 
under “ pretty good cover," and 
at least some of them are known 
m embers of the Du Bo is Clubs of 
America, which Senator Dodd 
and J. Edgar Hoover have r e ­ 
cently described as a “ new 
Communist-oriented youth o r ­ 
ganization." 
These demonstrations 
have 
even invaded Howard Univer­ 
sity -- the largest Negro uni­ 
versity in our Country. In a 
recent interview, its president, 
Dr. Nabrit, says that he is 
meeting on his campus “ open 
defiance 
of law and order," 
which he characterized as a part 
of a campaign “ to bring the uni­ 
versity into general disrepute." 
He 
warned that even though 
those “ dem onstrators" parade 
under the banner of civil rights, 
“ they do not believe in civil 
rights for anyone. They are 
children of lawlessness and dis­ 
ciples of destruction. They are 
people who cloak themselves in 
the roles of civil righters but 
plot and plan in secret to dis­ 
rupt our fight for justice and 
full citizenship. They m ust," 
he said, “ be unmasked for the 
frauds that they are, and must 
be fought in every arena."

One of 
them fairly put the finger on 
the cause. It did so by quoting 
one of the “ demonstrating stu­ 
dents." 
He was' asked why 
some students had abandoned 
historical “ panty raid s" and 
sim ilar college pranks for open 
and riotous rebellion. 
“ Why," he said, “ you could 
get kicked out of school for 
conducting a parity raid and 
things of that kind, but no one 
is ever kicked out or punished 
for demonstrating for som e­ 
thing like civil rights." 
It is thus plain that the stu­ 
dents, knowing just as every­ 
one else knows, that riotous 
conduct in the name of “ civil 
rights" is not being punished, 
but is being tolerated, have 
been thus encouraged to con­ 
tinue and spread th^ir riotous 
actions. 
AN INEVITABLE RESULT 
These lawless activities, nau­ 
seating as they are, can hardly

It is simply to insist 
that our governments, State and 
Federal, reassume and d is­ 
charge* their “ first duty" of 
protecting the people against 
law less Invasions upon their 
persons and property by the 
impartial and vigorous enforce­ 
ment of our criminal laws and 
by the swift, certain and sub­ 
stantial punishment thereunder 
of all persons whose conduct 
violates 
those laws — and to 
do so immediately, and hope­ 
fully 
before 
planned 
and 
organized crime has spread be­ 
yond 
the capacities of our 
peace-keeping 
machinery to 
control and suppress. 
These are not platitudes, but 
are fundamental and vital, as 
every thinking man should see, 
to the survival of our civilized 
and cultured society. In no other 
way can we orderly resolve tht 
issues that confront and divide 
us, or live together in peace 
and harmony as a civilized na­ 
tion of brothers under the fath­ 
erhood of God.

plainly some of the results that

Another recent article quoted 
some comments of J. ’ 
Hoover about the 
spreading crim e upon th 
sonal 
safety of our citi ms. 
He said: 
“ There is too much concern in 
:his Country. . . for th e ‘rights’ 
of an individual who commits a 
crim e. I think he is entitled to 
iis (legal) rights, but I think the 
itizens of this country ought to 
be able to walk all the streets 
of 
our cities without 
being 
mugged, raped or robbed." 
“ But," he said, “ we can’t do 
that today." And he added: “ All 
through the Country, 
almost 
without 
exception, this con­ 
dition prevails." 
The April 10, 1965, issue of 
the 
magazine 
America con­ 
tained an article on the im ­ 
perative need for certain and 
severe punishment of crime, 
which made many pertinent ob­ 
servations, including this one: 
“ (Government) has no right to 
turn the cheek of its citizens. 
Instead, it is gravel}- obligated 
--by the very purpose of its 
existence--to see to their pro­ 
tection." 
To this, I say amen. 
THE GOVERNMENT’S DUTY 
There are, of course, first 
duties of citizenship, but there 
a re also first duties of govern­ 
ment. It is undoubtedly true, 
as recited in the theme of the 


recent 
presidentially 
p ro ­ 
claimed Law Day, 1965, that “ A 
citizen’s first duty is to uphold 
the law," but it is also a first 
duty of government to enforce 
the law. 
Because some of our citizens 
will not voluntarily 
perform 
their “ first duty" to uphold the 
law, our government’s State and 
Federal, are, as said in the 
article quoted from America, 
“ gravely obligated -- by the 
very purpose of (their) e x is­ 
tence - - t o see to (the protec­ 
tion of the people)*’ by at least 
making them obey the law. 
All of us have often been told, 
and many of us have preached, 
that crim e does not pay, but the 
recent rash and spread of law 
defiance, and the su cce sses-- 
even though tenuous and te m ­ 
porary - - o f that philosophy in 
obtaining goals, seems to com ­ 
pel a reappraisal of that con­ 
cept 
for, 
from what we see 
currently 
hapiiening, one can 
reasonably believe that c e r ­ 
tain types of crime are being 
permitted to pay. 
Probably )>ecause of a rather 
wide-spread recognition that, 
at times and in certain se c ­ 
tors, some have suffered un­ 
constitutional discriminations, 
and because many of us have 
been sympathetic to the ends 
they seek,. . .there has l>een 
a rather general public apathy 
toward preachments to violate, 
and their practices is violating 
our law's. 
THE WAY TO ANARCHY 
But whatever mav have been 


the provocations -- and, doubt­ 
less, there have been some — 
no man, or any group or race 
of men, can be permitted, in a 
government of laws, to take the 
law, or what they think ought 
to tie the law, into their own 
hands, for that is anarchy which 
always results in chaos. 
The fact that the provocations 
may have been, themselves, 
constitutionally unlawful can­ 
not justify unlawful means for 
their resolution. Both types of 
conduct are wrong -- constitu­ 
tionally wrong, the one as much 
as the other. And, obviously, 
two wrongs cannot make a right. 
All discriminations that vio­ 
late the Consitution and laws 
of the United States are readily 
redressible in our courts which 
have always been open to all 
citizens. And no one has any 
room to doubt that, if he will 
resort to those courts, and have 
the patience to await their proc­ 
esses - - a s we all must do in 
an ordered society--all his con­ 
stitutional and legal rights will 
be vouchsafed to him, what­ 
ever his creed or color. 
But there has been impatience 
with 
the judicial 
processes, 
manffested by the recent hue 
and cry for “ Action now—not 
the delays of the law." Ob­ 
viously, that cliche, too, calls 
for direct action in disobedi­ 
ence of the laws, the judgments 
of the courts, and of all con­ 
stituted authority. 
SLOW, BUT JUST 
It is true that legal processes, 
being refined and deliberative 


p rocesses, are slow. But like 
the mills of the Gods, though 
they grind slowly, they grind 
exceedingly fine, and their judg­ 
ments are most likely to be 
just. 
In all events, there is no other 
orderly way to peaceably and 
fairly decide the issues that 
a ris e among us, and to have 
an ordered liberty. 
The great pity here is that 
these minority groups are, by 
their unilateral mass actions 
outside of and in defiance of 
the law, actually eroding and 
destroying the legal processes 
which alone can ever assure 
to them or permanently main­ 
tain for them, due process and 
equal protection of the laws, 
and that can, thus, protect them 


and 
from 
discriminations 
abuses by majorities. 
Last May, Lewis F. Powell, 
President of the American Lar 
Association, in a speech dedi­ 
cating the new' Missouri bar 
center at Jefferson City, said: 
“ Many 
centuries 
of human 
m isery show that once a society 
departs from the rule of law, and 
every man liecomes the judge of 
which laws he will obey, only 
the strongest remain free. 
RESPECT FOR LAW' VITAL 
I think we must all agree with 
his conclusion that “ America 
needs a genuine revival of r e ­ 
spect for law and orderly proc­ 
e s s e s , a reawakening of indi­ 
vidual responsibility, a new im ­ 
patience with those who violate 
and circumvent our laws, and a

Justice Black, joined by two 
other Justices, in June 1964, 
that “ Force leads to violence, 
violence to mob conflicts, and 
these to rule by Ute strongest 
groups with control of the most 
dead!) weapon*." 
< RIM INAL, NOT C IVH­ 
IX) the sec ond place, that con­ 
due t cannot honestly be termed 
“ civil disobedience," for the 
simple reason that willful con­ 
duct violative of crim inal laws 
is not civil, but is criminal 
disobedience. 
An J lastly, that conduct is not 
protec ted by Ute peaceable-as- 
s e rn bl y -and - pet it Ion pro v Islons 
of tl.e firs t Amendment.

Even though those results may 
not have been contemplated, and 
surely were not wished, by those 
Americans who so advocated 
and participated — either con­ 
sp ira to ry , financially or phy­ 
sically -- Ut such dlsotedlen* e 
of our laws, nevertheless, they 
did advocate that philosophy, 
and they did jut its proc esses 
into action, and however well— 
even if Ignorantly--motivated, 
cannot now escape responsi­ 
bility for Its results 
As we have all seen, the pat­ 
tern of the process has now- 
spread into the campuses of 
most of our great universities. 
A sampling of examples of what 
is there occurring may te seen 
through a tow brief quotations. 
The California state Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction, in 
commenting about conditions on 
the campus at Berkeley, recent-* 
ly said: “ Demonstrations there 
provided a vehicle for infiltra­ 
tion by rabble rousers, redhots, 
and Communists and resulted Ut * 
assaults, kidnapings, and im ­ 
prisonment of jx>1 ice officers, 
the commandeering of publit 
address system s 
and the 
general breakdown of law and 
o rd e r." 
An Associated Press dispatch 
of Wednesday, May 19, in speak­ 
ing of lawless demonstrations b> 
progress at the University of 
Wisconsin, said that one of the 
leaders there openly espouse*!, 
from the public rostrum on the 
campus, 
that “ The students 
should band together to brlnr 
down the Government by any 
means.** It also said that the 
“ dem onstrations" 
there 
had 
now been infiltrated and were 
being led by “ eight to a dozen** 
ringleaders who are operating 
under “ pretty good cover," and 
at least some of them are known 
members of the Du Bois Clubs of 
America, which Senator Dodd 
and J. Edgar Hoover have re ­ 
cently described as a “ new 
Communist-oriented youth o r­ 
ganization.'* 
These demonstrations 
have 
even Invaded Howard Univer­ 
sity — the largest Negro uni­ 
versity in our Country. In a 
recent interview, its {^resident, 
Dr. Nabrit, says that he is 
meeting on his campus “ open 
defiance of law and order," 
which he characterized as a part 
of a campaign “ to bring the uni­ 
versity into general disrepute." 
He 
warned that even ttiough 
those ''dem onstrators" parade 
under the banner of civil rights, 
“ they do not believe in civil 
rights for anyone. They are 
children of lawlessness and dis­ 
ciples of destruction. They are 
people who cloak themselves in 
the roles of civil righters but 
plot and plan in secret to dis­ 
rupt our fight for justice and 
full citizenship. They must,** 
he said, “ be unmasked for the 
frauds that they are, and must 
be fought in every arena." 
A very recent issue of the Kan­ 
sas City Star contained several 
articles 
about 
the 
general 
breakdown of law and order on 
our college campuses. One of 
them fairly put the finger on 
the cause. It did so by quoting 
one of the “ demonstrating stu­ 
dents." 
He was asked why- 
some students had abandoned 
historical “ panty raids" and 
sim ilar college pranks for open 
and riotous rebellion. 
“ Why," he said, “ you could 
get kicked out of school for 
conducting a punty raid and 
things of that kind, but no one 
is ever kicked out or punished 
for demonstrating for som e­ 
thing like civil rights." 
It is thus plain that the stu­ 
dents, knowing just as every­ 
one else knows, that riotous 
conduct In the name of “ civil 
rights" is not being punished, 
but is being tolerated, have 
been thus encouraged to con­ 
tinue and spread tile lr riotous 
actions. 
AN INEVITABLE RESULT 
These lawless activities, nau­ 
seating as they are, can hardly 
be surprising, for they are

He said: 
“ There is too much concern in 
this country. . . for the'rights* 
of an Individual who commits a 
crime. I think he is entitled to 
-lls (legal) rights, I-ut I think the 
v it Dens of this country ought to 
be able to walk all the streets 
of 
our cities without 
being 
mugged, raped or robbed." 
“ But," he said, “ we can’t do 
that today." And he added: “ All 
through the Country, almost 
without 
exception, this con­ 
dition prevails.*' 
The April IO, 1965, issue of 
the 
magazine 
America con­ 
tained an article on the Im­ 
perative reed for certain and 
severe punishment of crim e, 
which made many pertinent ob­ 
servations, including this one: 
“ (Government) la s no right to 
turn the cheek of its citizens. 
Instead, it is gravely obligated 
--by the very purpose of its 
existence--to see to their pro­ 
tection." 
To this, I say amen. 
THE GOVERNMENT'S DUTY 
There are, of course, first 
duties of citizenship, but there 
a re also first duties of govern­ 
ment. It is undoubtedly true, 
a s recited in the theme of the 


recent 
presidential! > 
pro­ 
claimed Law Day, 1965, that "A 
citizen's first duty is to uphold 
the law ," but It is also a first 
duty of government to enforce 
the law. 
Because some of our citizens 
will not voluntarily 
perform 
their “ first duty" to uphold the 
law, our government's State and 
Federal, are. as said in the 
article quoted from America, 
“ gravely obligated — by the 
very purpose of (their) exis­ 
tence -- to see to (the protec­ 
tion of the people)*' by at least 
making them obey the law. 
All of us have often (wen told, 
and man) of us have preached, 
that crim e does not pay, but Ute 
recent rash and spread of law 
defiance, and the successes— 
even though tenuous and tem ­ 
p o r a l — of that philosophy in 
obtaining goals, seems to com­ 
pel a reappraisal of that con­ 
cept for, from what we see 
currently 
happening, one can 
reasonabl) 
believe that cer­ 
tain types of crime are being 
perm itted to pay. 
Probably )>•< aune of • rather 
wide-spread recognition that, 
at tim es and in certain sec­ 
to rs, some have suffered un­ 
constitutional discriminations, 
and because many of us have 
been sympathetic to the ends 
they seek,. . .there has been 
a rather general public apathy 
toward preachments to violate, 
and their practices is violating 
our laws. 
THE WAY TO ANARCHY 
But whatever may have been 


the provocations — and, doubt­ 
le ss, there have teen some — 
no man, or any group or race 
of men, can be permitted, in a 
government of laws, to take the 
law, or what they think ought 
to be the law, into their own 
hands, for that Is anarchy which 
always results in chaos. 
The fact that the provocations 
may have been, themselves, 
constitutionally unlawful can­ 
not Justify unlawful means for 
their resolution. Both types of 
conduct are wrong — constitu­ 
tionally wrong, the one as much 
as the other. And, obviously, 
two wrongs cannot make a right. 
All discriminations that vio­ 
late tte Consitutlon and laws 
of the United States are readily 
redressible in our courts which 
have always teen open to all 
citizens. And no ore has any 
room to doubt that, if he will < 
reso rt to those courts, and have 
the patience toawalt their proc­ 
esses - - a s we all must do in 
an ordered society—all his con­ 
stitutional and legal rights will 
be vouchsafed to him, what­ 
ever his creed or color. 
But there has t«en impatience 
with 
the judicial 
processes, 
manifested by the recent hue 
and cry for “ Action now—not 
the delays of the law." Ob­ 
viously, that cliche, too, calls 
for direct action in disobedi­ 
ence of the laws, the judgments 
of the courts, and of all con­ 
stituted authority. 
SLOW, BUT JUST

which laws he will obey, only 
the strongest remain free. 
RESPECT FOR LAW VITAL 
I think we must all agree with 
his conclusion that “ America 
needs a genuine revival of re ­ 
spect for law and orderly proc­ 
e sse s, a reawakening of Indi­ 
vidual responsibility, a new Im­ 
patience with those who violate 
and circumvent our laws, and a 


determined Insistence that laws 
be enforced, courts respected 
and due process followed.** 
We must take the law slntoour 
hearts rather than Into our 
hands, and seek redress In the 
courts rather than in the streets 
if we are to survive as a 
civilized nation. 
The remedy is as plain aa 
the threat. It is simply to Insist 
that our governments, State and 
Federal, reassume and dis­ 
c h a rg e their “ first duty" of 
protecting the people against 
lawless invasions upon their 
persons and property by the 
im partial and vigorous enforce­ 
ment of our criminal laws and 
by the swift, certain and sub­ 
stantial punishment thereunder 
of all persons whose conduct 
violates 
those laws — and to 
do so Immediately, and hope­ 
fully 
before 
planned 
and 
organized crime has spread be­ 
yond 
the capacities of our 
peace-keeping 
machinery to 
control and suppress. 
These are not platitudes, but 
are fundamental and vital, aa 
every thinking man should see, 
to the survival of our civilized 
and cultured society. In no other 
way can we orderly resolve th* 
Issues that confront and divide 
us, or live together in peace 
and harmony as a civilized na­ 
tion of brothers under the fath­ 
erhood of God.
